It is a popular fallacy that the 
North American life expectancy 
has risen considerably since 
the beginning of the century, and 
that - American health and fooid 
are superior, to Uiat of anyone 
else. All this.is false., .. v 

According^.|Dr.'iJean Mayer, 
nutritlàn • advisor^'to ' President 
Nixon, the life expectancy of the 
average American reaching forty 
has been increased by only four 
years since 1900. Black Ameri- 
cans die younger now than they 
did in 1959. Tlie intoit moit^ty, 
rate has risen slnce?'i950^5hd ■ 
Americans do not live longer than 
they did in the past nor than peo- 
ple of other countries. 

One reason for the decrease 
in health is that food quality has 
declined steadily since the first 
production of processed foods 
that usé: a variety of chemical 
additives. Foods are processed 
and refined so greatly that they 
have become "foodless food", 
lacking the nutrients needed for 
good health. The American diet 
is poor in .nutrients and rich in^ 

À^^WUvPl^^hing that is 



added to food that was not there in 
its natural state. Thus salt and 
spices are food addlthres, as well 
as the many chemicals employed 
by the food processhig iiidustiy. 

The popularity of; convenience 
foods (prepared frozen or canned 
foods) has resulted in the growth 
of the use of additives. An article 
in the Chemical and Engineering 
News of . Oct. .10, 1966 sUted, 
"Such foods' usiially require more 
additives than' conventially cook-

' ed foods because they are often 
prepared under extreme condi- 
tions of temperature, pressure 
or agitation. Hierefore they re- 
quire special flavorings, enhan- 
cers, colors and other additives 
to make up for the partial loss 
of some properties caused by the 
processing." 

Itefined foods treated with che- 
mical preservatives keep better 
and longer than natural whole 
products. Thus the benefit of the 
.^dditij^b^to the food industry, 
ffifâËGîguie consumer into thinking 
thé food 'Is'fresh when it is merely 
wdl preserved. 



Recently, many fcwd additives 
have been found to be harmful to 
the health and more are being in- 
vestigated. Colouring, tenderizing 
or extending the shelf life of food 
products to grind out more mil- 
lions of dollan should not be to- 
lerated if there is the slightest 
indication of hazard to the con- 
sumer. Why should we pay for 
the chance of bang harmed? 

Most of the dangerous food 
additives that ^were banned in 
the past were under the Delaney 
Clause, an amendement to" the 
American Food and Drug Law. 
Put into effect .in 1956 it outlaws 
the approval of any additive t)/at 
induces cancer in man or animal. 
In spite of this clause, the FDA 
has not taken very prompt action, 
even in cases where there was 



adequate evidence that an additive 
caused cancer in animals. 

Ever since cyclaniate came out 
on the maricet, there were warn-, 
ings aboiit its potential hazard. ' 
For over 19 years these warnings, 
along with scientific evidence 
were ignored. Finally in Oct. 
1969 when they were taken off 
the "safe-foods" list, the food 
industry got an extended deadline 
(Sept. 1970) hi which they could 
get their products sold. ' 

Whep a food ac^dithrfe presents 
a positive risk, shouM it be al- 
lowed, to remain in supply until 
it is proven harmful, or should 
it be excluded from food until 
it b proven 'safe? Should its 
safety, be proven in humans, or 
in rats? âiouid consumers pay 
to be guinea pigs? 



It seems very ^ easy for thev 
food industry to get wha.t th^ 
want from federal agencies. Cola 
drinks and Dr. Pepper contain 
caffehie, without mentioning it 
on the label. In fact a drink is 
not legally a cola drink unless it 
contains caffeine. Many people 
abstain from the :.us ei.pf j caff dne 
for reli^ous or^SSStt^frai^ljl 
U they don't know that' ii'b'pre^ 
sent, how can they abstain? In' 
the opinion of Dr. Samuel Bellet, 
Chief of Cardiology of Philadel- 
phia General Hospital, "caffeine 
may be more important than 
smoking in setting the stage for 
heart attacks." 

There b a large category of 
"permissible foods" which can 
t>e added to a product at will,

Teachers blame govt, press 

Dr. Michel Paradis of the Montreal Teachers' Association considers the government and the press 
(particulariy the Montjrjeal Star) to be the chief villains In the current teachers' strike which has affected 
thousands of students.

As a direct result of its attempts to cut down on 
costs, the Provincial Ministry of Education under 
the direction of Guy St. Pierre is trying to "penalize 
certain teachers through its new 'declassification', 
.system." 

The main item in the declassification of teachers, • 
and the cause of the problem,' is the bitroduction'of 
'retroactivity' by the Ministry of Education. This 
means that teachers who have achieved a certain pay 
level must take a cut in salary because the govern- 
ment is unable to make ends meet any other way. 

"We are fighting for the ri^ts vriilch the govern- 
• ment b denying us," Dr. Paradis stated. 

Those who are affected by this are teachers hold- . 
jâiàijP gÀBachitforof Education, Arts,'and foreign degrees 
'^PPlwwnvSt tial& a f 1200 per year cut in'ialaty. 

"This new arrangement b totally unacceptable," 
Dr. Paradis said, "because it means that teachers 
can t>e penalized any time the government is low on 
money,"" - ' 

The strike is now in its seventeenth day and has 
affected numy schoob b) the Montreal area. 

Teachen have boycotted classes in rotating 
strikes and have attended study-sessions at the Paid 
Sauve Arena in the city 's East Eïid. 
■ Dr. Paradb continued by denounctog the Educa-' 
tion Minbte^Sjsneaky tactics for implementing the 
declassificâti6n,:6fi teachèiB.>St. Pierre has been em- ^ 
ploying "piecemeal" tactics' in hb attempts to divide V 
and conquer teachers and their syndicates, according^ 
toParadb. . ; .iv ,:;:.vV 

First, .EïigUsh . teachers were declassified then- ^ 



French teachers and finally French-Canadian teachers. 
In the former cases, the declassification was not se- 
riously quesUoned. The trouble really started to de- 
velop, however, when the French-Canadian teadiers' 
position was threatened. 

Dr. Paradb accused the press of not publbhing 
and of censoring certain artkles which portrayed the

TiUèy, 
of course, was implying that the striking teachers 
were acthig in their own selfish interests by depriving 
poor hiner-city children of an education tqr not behig 
hithdr classrooms.

Montreal Teachers' Assodaâon^in' General 'Asiembly 
at Paul Sauve Arena voted to endorse a statement 
asking that the pay which had been docked against 
striking teachers should be used to estabUsh a spe- 
cial fund for inner-city schoob.

The meethig, probably the best- 
attended hi the hbtory of the Mc- 
Gill Uiiiyersity Ubraiy Staff As- 
sociation,^was^addressed by 
Kdtfi'CrouchTDirwît'àr of Obra- 
ries. He outlined the current si- 
tuation in the libraries, cithig 
the changed priorities ■ of^the 
provincial government ^re^ird- 
ing hi^er education, and the re- 
sulthig increase^Jin:^lifcGiU's%de- 
flcit, -as the inabi v'reasoh' for the 
lay-offs. 

People hoping for detaib re- 
garding the exact numbers of lay- 
ofb and the proposed increases 
in the basic sdary scale for 
library staff were disappointed. 
Mr. Crouch shnply daiined 
that these decisions were in the 
hands of the adminbtration and 
answers were forthcoming hi 
the near future. 

The staff was abo informed 
that even the annual bicrease hi 
salary which has been 6% hi the 
last two years b by no means a 
'certainty thb year.

Concerning the lay-offs them- 
selves, Mr. Crouch restated 
a number of the procedures hi- 
voWed. 

The people to be laid off will 
be receding their notices on 
March 1 and will be let go June 
1. Canada and Quebec Manpower 
offices will be helping with place- 
ment. Jbe people affected will 
get . severance pay and will 
bC 'digible for unemployment 
insurancé.

None 
of them need be mentioned on 
the label, thus consumers have 
no knowledge of them. Bread is 
supposed to be the staff of life. 
If this is so, the staB^is next to 
useless, because whiteTfloiir pro- 
ducts are- lacking in 'iiearfy all 
nutrients. 

Many, of (he natural chemical 
nutrients in white ilotir are re- 
moved during the processing hito 
the pulpy white toast bread. 
Chromium is necessary for the 
strengthening of the heart mus- 
cles and Uie inner waUs of 
blood vessels. Manganese de- 
ficiency caused improper growth 
and sterility in experimental 
animals. Zinc speeds the healing 
of wounds, a great lack of it 
causes dwarfism. A lack of se- 
lenium in rats and chickens cau- 
ses a deterioration of the liver. 
Between forty to 88% of these 
natural chemicals are removed 
in processing. 

.The same pen:entage of other 
nutrients, hiduding important 
vitaniins :i:are also lost, while' 
only four vitamins, Bl, B2, B3 
and iron- are added for "enrich- 
ment." If the ilour were not so 
refined in. the first place, there 
would be lio need to replace the 
original vitamins. 

The food we eat is expected to 
give us fuel for body processes, 
as well as important nutrients to 
keep our bodies woridng proper- 
ly. Instead dangerous chemiràls . 
are added, dying, flavouring and 
preserving our food, often without 
mentioning the ingredients on 
the package. ' ■ „

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The constitutional talks 

The search for a formula to repatriate the Canadian Constitution 
(sudi as it is) has begun taking on a significance far exceeding the in- 
trinsic value of having a real Canadian constitution, Supreme Court 
and a set of entrenched rights. 

The impetus of criminal elements in Quebec have made a resolu- 
tion of the BNA hassle quite essential for saving the country from the 
effects of so many years of neglect (particularly of its economic-polit- 
ical dependence). And it's particularly important at a time vriien the 
Prime Minister is more concerned with personal grudges than unem- 
ployment; wfaen,U>e^Pliim on ensuring that the 
proper placé for Cànadà'isttîe niM 

The federal-provincial conference which adjourned yesterday in 
Ottawa seems to have established a frameworic to replace the ill-fated 
Pulton-Favreau formula. It only remains to be seen whether some of 
the reactionary Western governments decide to reject Quebec's proposal 
to loosenthe federation. 

Under, Premier Bourassa, Quebec has this time determined to 
de-einphasise the nationalist part of Quebec's traditional demands 
and has finally put social and economic matters at the top of the list. 
Bourassa, influenced by his Social Affairs Minister Claude Castonguay, 
will probalby continue to insist that the. constitutional conference in 
June include an agreement from Ottawa that would enable the province 
to create social welfare and income security policies of their own. 

The Quebec schone is designed to ensure consistoicy and com- 
prehensiveness, to the mess that is modem wdfare policy; at the mo- 
ment there is poor coordination, tremendous inefficiency, very little 
concrete benefit to the population, and even less of a sense of objec- 
tives and goals than most of us picture. Specifically, Quebec intends 
to establish an income security plan to guarantee a single.person |2000 
a year and a married couple $3400. The plan is very simUar to that 
being supported by Manitoba's NDP government arid is much more 
prombing than what we have now. 

Of rourse, welfare! measures are not enou|^.1^}anada^has at its 
disposal sevêrarother ways' for attacking the ëconomic^pinoblèms that 
make a separate Quebec attractive to,both English Canadian and Que- 
bec radicals. Most important among these is the need for Canada (o 
finally establish an investment policy that would invigorate the econ- 
omy by limiting foreign ownership, broaden government activity hi 
economic expansion, and convert the country to à producer of manu- 
factured instead of only raw goods - all without screwing up the air, 
water and land. 

If no agreement can be reached in June that will flnally settle some 
of the questions of language and culture rights and regional develop- 
ment, it's going to be very hard to be optimistic about the future.

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Uniting tiie two nationalisms

As the shock of the recent crisis be^ to lift, we are 
tempted, each of us to find some vindication of our personal 
position in the events that; have shaken this counter to the 
core. Nationalists, liberals/ federalists and separatists will 
be inclined to bring their o'wn traditional interpretation to 
these events. Such a process, faithfully pursued, can only 
recreate the underiyfaig conditions of the crisis and its 
itdat jed jc o nsequences - another round of violence followed 
»y]yk^^ger repression. Shice the only option available 
TO » i ^j5 ^diangélb!^ must begbi at the pohit 

»Mmèaài of us stands. ' 



Looking back on the fragile plant called English Canadian 
natibhalism, I fed that our broad analysis of the situation of 
Canada as a whole can be reaffirmed, while our position on* 
Quebec has proved weak and illusoiy. One must say at the 
outset, of course, that there are as many varieties of nation- 
alism, even in English Canada, as, there are social philoso- 
phies. In a position that I have attempted to define as "the 
nationalism of the left", our emphasis has been on the 
retention and the regaining of the crucial powers of decision 
in this country hi the many realms of economic, sodal and 
cultural life. At stake is the integrity of the apparatus of the 
nation-state as a means for implementing the growing 
number of tasks assisted to it by its ciUzois, from mass 
education through social welfare and full employment. The 
nation-state is particulady important as a social counter- 
force to the spreading technological society hi easing its 
disruptive costs and distributing more equally its benefits. 
In an age of rapidly spreading global corporations, only the 
nation-state remains as a regulatory power and safeguard 
of sufficioit strength against the vast reorganization of 
resources and global planning carried on by these corpora- 
tions ht thehr own hiterests. 

The underlying prembes of such a pMitlon rest on a 
recognition of the realities of power hi the modern worid 
and the shared values and common interests of collectivities / 
in directing that power to conunon purposes. In that sense, 
such a position stands opposed to the atomized individual- 
ism of the liberal view of society with its faith ht the benev- 
olence of blfatd market forcé. 

Recognition, however, of a separate coniniunity in Que- 
bec, of an hidigenous collectivity seeUng many of the same 
powers of decision for Itsdf as we sought for Canada as a 
whblèt^laÀed a dear defhtitlon hi this scheme. The logic of 
the argument hdted when it moved from the plane of moral 
recognition, to political implementation. By waithig, we 
hopi^ eventually for a johit politicaLsoli^on to common 
problems. In this regard however, hationaiisb of English 
Canada could not proceed beyond some of theh: colleagues hi 
Quebec engaged hi the same search. Thus the support of the 
process of sdf-ddermination for Quebec was from a dis- 
tance. Many of us shxerdy hdd the view that once Quebec 
had arrived at a consensus on its own course of action, we' 
■ would be 'prepared to support it. Iroplfcitly, at least, we 
fdt that the lethargy and hidifferaice'hi En^h Canada 
to the issue would never bring us to use troops if Quebec 
duuld decide to separate. 

< - ^ » 

But the irony of history is supreme. Could we ever have 
hna^ed that Uie leadhig convert hi. this country to Lord 
Adon and to Manchestâ liberalism would be the architect' 
of unprecedented reprenion? Coiild we have foreseen that 
the prophet of mndeenth century hidividualism would flex 
the political contours of our nation-state hi a way that has 

. never happened before, creating a national unity through 
féir and an almost limitless craving among the people, for 

. •authority, for troops and for police? ' • 

Mr. Trudeau has t>een given undue credit for "flexibili- 
ty" and for his ability to adapt his philosophy to "drcum- 
stances". In reality, the road |rom.Manchester liberalism 
to the repressive state leads hi^a strai^t Une. The illusions 
of Lord Acton that center on the non^recognition of power 
must in the end rediscover this rrality with a vengeance 
and devoid of moderation. One example will suffice. Ameri- 
can extraterritorial jurisdiction, in this country that has 
accompanied American foreign fatvestment has bicreasbigiy 
eroded Canadian;Soyé[dgnty ,over,a long, period.. Yet the 
Prime Mbiistef haslnever concerned hinisdf seriously with 
this manifestation of American "parallel power". It is a 
problem which has moderate and viable solutions, as the 
Watkhis Report has -demonstrated. Instead, the issue of 
"paralld power" emerges full-blown as if it had never 
existed bdore the FLQ, and is dealt with through a national 
hysteria of political and military overkill. Thus our own 
totalitarianism - the ultimate waridng of liberals to nation- 
alists - turns out to be founded hi.Uiat > tissue .of shallow 





Uberals regard as ther ided. Unable to recognize the 
legitimate demands of community, and the bitegrity of the 
bistituUons of power that nationalists advocate, Uberals 
become thereby the chief architects of the repressive so- 
ciety hi a crisis. As thdr ideals coUapse, thdr refuge hi 
the apparatus of the state is uncriticd and untempered. 

Shice the concrde powen of the War Measures Ad and 
the PubUc Order Ad have beoi almost no hdp whatever hi- 
meethig the crimhial chaUepge of the FLQ, ody th^r sym- 
bolic function wiU explain their implementation and their 
popularity. While that symboUsm is far from beuig clear, 
it is a cry hi the Uberal void - the traumatic discovery that 
power, authority and the state are the reaUties of our 



naUonal life and that we wiU have unUmited and uncritical 
affirmation of these symbols hi a crisis. The costs of the 
sudden transition from Ulusion to reaUty are ahnost Uniit- 
less and are wUIbi^y borne by frightened Uberab. 



It is stUl too eariy to draw more than an biterim balance - 
sheet. NationaUsts in English Canada must face up to their 
own Ulusions about Quebec and change their position accor- 
dhigly. The chief of these is the soiUnientd' reverie that 
Quebec's separation could be painless and passive if suffi- 
dent goodwiU and understanding codd be brought to bear 
on both sides. If Quebec nationalists have given Uttle thought 
to the political strategy of recreathig thdr poUUcal frame- 
work, En^lhdi-Canadian nationalists have offered Uttle more 
than an^o^rtj^gsodwiU and; benevolence. The events of 
the past fSi'lhonlâ'cma be read in many ways. I draw my 
own lesson from the fact that EngUsh and French Canada 
appear unezpededly, to be'biteriocked and mutuaUy hiter- 
woven hi a way that permits so such easy' restructuring of 
the status quo without an inunense and complex poUUcal 
effort on both sides. 

Some may prefer to cUng to an old scenario. If Levesque 
and the Parti Québécois had won the last dcction, wodd 
we not have acceded to separation with ease and good grace? 
It is a tantalidng question and now totally irrdeyant. The 
opportunity. may have^existed on a sbigle occasion but it has 
now vanished, llié frastnitions that produced the mbrd di- 
mate hi which the FLQ emerged are now magnified and 
doubly embittered. Ihe War Measures Act and the deploy- 
ment of troops have created a precedent that wiU be more 
easily invoked a second time. Together they have shifted the 
modaUties of our poUtics from pariiamentary dectioneerhig 
to a range of confrontaticns, of senti4egal and Ulegal idUa^ 
tiva whidi wUl become the order of the day. Too many ncnvjljl 
forces have been unleashed, too many old tesentments have 
been sharpened and projected onto the scene, too many 
, appetites whetted for violence (both governmental and guer- 
rUla), to. write a peacefd scenario anymore. Our politics^ 
have movedii^ond the constitutiond debates and thesdf-' 
biddgent literary anguish of the two^oUtudes epoch. A 
neanderthd addiction to force has surfaced and ody a 
supreme romantic vrilU expect our poUticsito; retreat htto 
the channels prescribed by Westministéir'bode books. Our 
Prhne Minister promised idtiaUy to root out the cancer, 
so-caUed, of this violence only to be contradided several 
weeks later by M. Bourassa who explahied, qdte property, 
thatiit|oodd^t l>e done. Meantime, how are we to regard 
MrTlï^ÎN^^njgtenn strategy and tecbdques of polari- 
zation offî^lOian'^âs^an^alation beyond^^^ 
normal poMoiil^^Qcess of consensus and icmniinoilatioh? 

In a word, the modaUties of our poUtics have shifted and 
we shodd abandon the vabi hope that violence wiU sudden- 
ly destroy itsdf and that its heritage wiU evaporate. 

, Nationalists, hi EngUsh Canada can ody regard this 
escalation with the deepest pesshnism. We have introduced 
into the realm of I^tii^cy,,and indeed probabUity, the use 
of mUitary force and emei^ency powers to achieve poUticd 
ends. As events run thehr course along the new biddents of ' 
semi4epl and Ole^ ' outbursts and responses, we wiU 
travd thereby the highway towards the ultimate resolution 
of Quebec's separation. "Hie costs of Quebec remahiing 
within ConfederaUon may be as high as those of separathig. 
.WeshaU all pay heavUy, whatever the outcome. 

Quebec nationaUsts, of whatever persuasion, must now 
recognize hi the chcumstances that they cannot achieve 
their objectives at any reasonable cost without active sup- 
port from Ebglish Canadians. Nationalists in the rest of the 
country must reaUze that the conthiued repression of Que- 
bec wUl only create a sodety .which is not worth hihabiUng. 

Our mutual hiterests must be recognized, 'fhe old em- 
pathy and passive mord support are no longer sufficient. 
We must now travd in tandem to create hi En^h Canada 
active legd, politicd and histitutiond channels that support- 
and foster Quebec's legiUmate asidrations. It is our only 
hope of mitigating the impad of the coUision which looms 
ahead. 

Our didogue must be reopened hi a serious rather than 
a sentimental vdn; our emphasb must be on tedmiques, on < 
histitutions,'and strategies that dèd.évenhandedly wiUi the 
interests of two emerging nations. But no one can bejipti- 
mistic about the future.
